I am appalled, as always by the inhumanity men can display towards their fellow brother and 

call itjust. 

To recap, Levi Carter is the son of J esse Sr & Susannah (HARMON) Carter, my 4th Great 
Grandparents, thus making Levi my 3rd Great GreatUncle. The account of this murder is not for 
the faint of heart. I do not recommend anyone reading this account that has a tender or loving 
spirit. It will be too hard to take. 

There are so many accounts throughout the history of man with examples of this kind of 
murderous hatefulness towards their fellow man especially during periods of war. After reading 
the story, with a heavy heart, I submit an error on the author's report. On page 256, 2nd 
paragraph, he states, "Mrs. Carter, made a widow and bereft of her son by this talismanic 
butchery, died about a year after, measurably from the grief and mental bewilderment of being 
the victim of such a tragedy."

Floyd, Thank you so much for answering, and for the information and confirmation about Levi 
(and Robert) Carter. Levi was my 3rd greatgrandfather. Yes, the account of their murders is 
horrific, and I too, am appalled by man's recurring inhumanity to others. I've been interested in 
my family history since I was in the 9th grade and we were tasked with writing an autobiography. 
They told us to go to the eldest family member which I did, but that was on my dad's side. They 
were German "Reichardts" and they kept good records in the family bible, but only back a few 
generations. I worked on the family history intermittently ever since then while raising a family, 
working and relocating several times. Three or so years ago I got a subscription to 
ancestry.com, got my family tree software up to date (which is my "working" file) and I really 
wanted to find answers. One of these days I'll get the ancestry tree up to date, too. I should have 
waited to upload from FTM until it was more complete. My mother, Mary Estelle Carter, was an 
only child and her parents (J ohn Henegar Carter and Ida Mae Sampley) both died before I was 
born. She only knew the names of I.B. Carter from McMinn, TN and his wife, Nancy Alzar 
Carson from Meigs, TN and they had both died before her birth in 1914, so it was clear why she 
knew almost nothing of her past ancestors. Nancy's name and I.B.'s initials and their places of 
birth was the only information she wrote in her dad's funeral book. I had almost nothing to go on 
when I started searching in earnest. I have yet to find anything on Nancy Carson. My mother was 
killed in a tragic car accident in 1970 and during the week of the funeral when I stayed at her 
house, a letter arrived from her first cousin in Alabama, and we started corresponding. She sent 
some old family photos, and provided the first real clues to some Carter information. She told 
me Isaac took a second wife named "Meg" after Nancy died in 1901. This has not been 
substantiated. On Carol Reichard's Family Tree on ancestry.com there is a photo, and my 
grandfather] ohn Henegar is on the left with his hands in his pockets. I have one photo of the 
little girl on the right, and the name on the back says "Audra Carter." I also noticed the Levi and 
the Henegar names off and on through the generations, but don't know if the name Henegar 
has any significance. I'm careful about what I do with information on ancestry, as I know errors 
are often perpetuated, and some people list children being born before a parent. I'm very 
interested about the history of the times and places where my ancestors lived and how they 
made a living. I came upon the Bradley County account quite by accident, but as they say on the 
ancestry commercials, even if you don't know what you're looking for.. .just look, and I'm looking, 
almost every day, somewhere, for someone, and some of my best clues have been stumbled on 
accidently. Family searching like a giant jigsaw puzzle, but less intimidating as we go along. 
I go back to PA every spring and fall and my cousin and I go to the cemeteries. Last year I hired 
a family historian to see what else he could find on my missing Reichard links, and his findings 
were astounding. He found two missing maiden names, and two new ancestors, J ohann 
Caspar Doll, born 1721, and J ohann Heinrich Engel. Little did I know at the onset of all of this 
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that my roots started in Plainfield Township, PA, and extended into Easton, PA on my father's 
side. Henry and Caspar are both my 5th greatgrandfathers, and are buried at the old cemetery 
at St. Peter's Churchyard which I hope to see for the firsttime this October. Caspar's family is 
very well documented (including in a book I have) and very interesting. His father Christoffel 
died on the voyage on the way to America in 1739 on the ship "Samuel." I have loved learning 
about the tapestry of lives, and as you say, the unpleasant sometimes rears its ugly head as it 
did with the fate of poor Levi and his son. Thank you for telling me about Margaret Carter being 
back in McMinn County after Levi's death. If I'm right, your Pratt line comes in through Nancy 
Mariah Carter, daughter of J esse Carter and Susanna Cassel/Castle Harmon? I will answer 
your next post and send you a check for the CD and my address. Many, many thanks once 
again, Floyd.

Susanna (CASSEL) who married Elijah Carter on 15 August 1811 in Greene, Tennessee, 
United States. Susanna (HARMON) born 1775 near North Fork and Otter River, Bedford, 
Virginia, United States to Hance PeterSr. & Margaret (CHOULYN) Harmon who lived in 
Virginia until they moved in 1787-1791. Peter Harmon family moved from near the North Fork 
and of Otter River in Bedford, Virginia, United States to the Roaring Fork of Lick Creek, Greene, 
Tennessee, United States. Susanna (HARMON) married J esse Carter on 9 J anuary 1798 in 
Greene, Tennessee, United States. ..13 years before Susanna (CASSEL) married Elijah Carter. 
Susanna (CASSEL) was born 19 November 1795 in Greene, Tennessee, United States to 
Peter & Elizabeth (GRAGG) Cassel from Virginia.

So, expecting the 1850 census to be 
the bridge for Lavilla and her parents this is what I found. And they are in Meigs County not 
McMinn.

Carol. ..have a good trip. Some hints when visiting the cemeteries, (taken from the M.A.G.I. 
course) 

Record the full name of the cemetery including driving instructions. Draw a map of the 
cemetery and locate the rows on the map and mark each ancestor headstone burial place on 
your map. This lets you identify to other researchers the exact location of the burial site. Take a 
new clean wire brush the kind you clean bar-b-que grills with to scrap hard to read headstones 
covered with moss, mold and dirt. When you find headstones with hard to read lettering, take 
dirt or mud off the ground and fill in all the indentations then brush the lettering, leaving the dried 
mud or dirt in the indentations and you will be able to read the words. This is especially good for 
real old headstones. Also, take large blank white paper, the kind you get at art supply stores, 
large enough to cover the face of the headstone and use a piece of charcoal or black chalk 
and rubbing on the edge of the chalk longways over the lettering and it will appear as is on the 
white paper giving you an exact copy of the lettering. Take a digital picture of each ancestor's 
headstone in good sunlight. Get down on ground level and take the picture looking directly at 
the headstone. If your sunlight is fading, use one of the large 1,000,000 candle power spot lights 
and have someone shine it at an angle on the headstone to avoid glaring in your picture. Digital 
pictures gives you the ability to view the picture before you move on to the next headstone. 
Remember take your time, you may never be back this way again. If the cemetery is a large one, 
find out if there is a sexton or who may have the burials records. Checking the burial records, 
you might find additional family members with no headstone or marker. Don't forget you are 
looking for married names for females. 

Check the local library to see if anyone has written family books on your ancestors. Also, ask at 
the library, if the cemeteries you are interested in have had books written or a census taken and 
one item that others overlook.. .ask if any of your cemeteries thatyou are interested in have ever 
been relocated. When a cemetery is relocated, there are many newspapers notices and 
articles covering the event as required by law. Usually when a newspaper writes about a 
relocated cemetery they include a census of the cemetery and background stories of the 
inhabitants. Taking pictures of a cemetery is one of the most noble endeavors one can engage. 
You are locking in history for future generations and one day those stones will be gone and lost 
forever. G ood job. G reat work. I should know, I wrote a 173 page book, " Johnson-Caldwell 
Cemetery of Franklin County, Missouri " back in 2002 where I did a report on every person in 
the cemetery related to me or not. Attached is the cover page and promo for that book. I have 
done everything I have asked you to do listed above, including topographical maps to the 
cemetery and thatj ohnson-Caldwell cemetery had been relocated. I hope this turns out to be a 
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fruitful trip and enjoy yourself after all, it's whatfamily research is all about. .having fun. Floyd

to my surprise, my great grandfather actually was a member at that church that I discovered 
through my research. ...and his wife left the Catholic Church to join him atthe Lutheran Church 
where there was a record of his confirmation.

I have my mother's Death Certificate, but not Greg's, so I will send for that. Their will took 9 years 
to settle. Greg's sons filed a Wrongful Death suit (they couple who hit them ran a stop sign in 
rural PA at about 70 mph). My mother died on impact, and Greg died 3 hours later at Meadville 
Hospital. Because their wills were identical, everything went into his estate. Obviously that was 
not what they intended - most people don't consider they will both die in a common accident. 
So, the executors (they had too many executors) had to go to bat for my brother, the only minor. 
My mother's house (where they lived after marriage) was paid for, and should have been left to 
me, but that didn't happen either. It was a mess, and the people who hit them (last name was 
Hill) both died in the crash also, leaving behind two minor children. I wonder if Greg didn't know 
his "real" birthday?? Thatsounds absurd, but besides (supposedly) being the same day as my 
aunt on J an. 11th, they always joked about not taking the Christmas tree down until after 
J anuary 11th, which was also "Russian Orthodox Christmas." It was really justa reason to leave 
the tree up - my mother loved the Christmas season! Anyway, I'll send for his Death Certificate. 
The only other bit of trivia: the aunt I spoke of (my dad's sister) had a husband who also worked 
at Bethlehem Steel, and Greg was his foreman. He and my aunt tried to do some 
matchmaking, but my mother had no interest in meeting anyone else, saying, "There'll never be 
anyone like your father..." and Greg wasn't interested either. So, they were both invited to dinner 
separately, neither knowing the other was coming. I guess it was as close to 'love at first sight' 
as things get, because the rest is history. I was very, very happy for her - before Greg she just 
worked long hours, spenttime with my dad's family, and mourned for my dad. I knew Greg's 
children although not well - Bruce died a number of years ago at a fairly young age. ..my aunt 
sent me a news clipping. I'd met Diane - she married J ohn Frohwitter and they lived in 
Bethlehem, PA. Bruce and Wayne lived in Allentown. G reg S r. was a professor at E he College in 
PA, and I met him and his wife only at their funeral service. They are buried in Allentown, PA. 
That's it, thank you so much, and let me know if you have other questions. I'll watch for the mail 
next week and will look forward to it!

Yes, some hard times, but I must say I've had a full, blessed life and I'm thankful for so much, 
including three healthy children, five happy, healthy grandchildren, 2 of 3 good husbands, good 
friends and good health! 

I say two of three "good" husbands because the first marriage of almost 9 years didn't turn out 
well. Once I was "reeled in," his temper, controlling personality and, later, abusiveness came 
into play. My firsttwo children, Kim Court (married name Davies) and Gregory William Courtare 
from that marriage. I filed for divorce in San Antonio, where we lived then because of his military 
career. Our children were two and five but I feared for my safety, and hadn't grown up having to 
deal with such things.

Greene County is rooted in the "Nolichucky settlement," which was established by pioneer 
J acob Brown on land leased from the Cherokee in the early 1770s. The Nolichucky settlement 
aligned itself with the Watauga settlement in modern Eliza bethton. Greene County was formed 
in 1783, when the area was still part of North Carolina. Frontiersman Davy Crockett was born in 
Greene County in 1786.

Levi and other Carters, (J ohn Sr.; J oseph; Caleb Sr.; and Nathan) were traced together from 
New J ersey to G reene County, Tennessee, maybe brothers. Also, David and E phraim. In 1772, 
Caleb Carter Sr., claimed 400A of land in Monongalia County, Virginia. Two years prior to the 
Revolution, they served in Lord Dunmore's War. The document, "Captain Zackquil Morgan's 
Roll", p. 19-20 with seventy-six names, days served, and pay, dated 4 Oct 1775, included these 
names: 

Levy (Levi) Carter-162 days; Pay 12:3:0 
Caleb Carter-162 days; Pay 12:3:0 
J oseph Carter-162 days; Pay 12:3:0 

Levy (Levi) possibly about 40 years of age, had an active frontier life like others of his 
generation, and was fully capable of withstanding the hardships of military service. During this 
time, 1775-1777, Levi Carter had land on Indian Creek, atthe mouth of LeMasters Run, near 
present day Arnettsville. The town was Point Marion, Virginia, where Monongalia River and the 
Cheat River meet, (see map) 

Levi Carter and J ohn Carter Sr. both served two months at Pickett's Fort, located on the 
Monongalia River about twenty miles south of present Morgantown, Virginia. They were under 
the command of Capt. William Haymond and Lt. Morgan Morgan.This document preserved by 
the Haymond family, carries the title of "Pay Roll of Capt. William Haymond's Company of 
Monongalia County Militia", from the 15th of April until the 12th of J une 1777. Twenty eight 
names were on the payroll. [Gwathmey's " Historical Register of Virginians in the Revolution ", 
page 134.] 

Later in 1777, Carter's moved south through the Shenandoah Valley Appalachian Mountains, to 
Surrey County, northwest North Carolina justsouth of the Virginia line, where Levi Sr., Caleb, 
J esse, Nathaniel, J ohn and others are listed as soldiers from North Carolina. (Allen, Penelope 
J ohnson, " Tennessee Soldiers in the Revolution ", pl7.) 

The Carter's of Washington and Sullivan counties, North Carolina (Greene County, TN. by 
1783) were included in 1780-81 " Inventory of Taxable Property of the Twelfth District in the 
Present Circulating Currancy " from Washington County, North Carolina. 
Abraham, oldestson of J ohn Carter Sr.; Caleb Carter Sr., not Levi's son; J ohn Carter; J oseph 
Carter; and Levi Carter Sr. 
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They paid taxes until the 1783 Land Act by North Carolina, when each Carter head filed a claim 
for a given number of acres. Levi Carter, Sr. and J ohn Carter, Sr. with adjoining tracts of land on 

Lick Creek Possessed no more than squatters rights built a Fort (Carter Fort), planted a 

crop, and tried to obtain a deed. 

A historical marker "J ohn Carter established a settlement in 1783" at Carter's Station in Greene 
County, Tennessee, located 8 miles northwest of Greeneville on Hwy. 70, near the old Albany 
Post Office. Originally it was on the old Babbs Mill Wagon Road thatran eastand west through 
Greene county from near Rheatown to the Hawkins county line near Bull's Gap. Carter's built 
their forton present-day site of Carter's Station and Cemetery, where they foughtthe Cherokee 
Indians at Lookout Mountain. It was an intensive battle and lasted nearly a decade, with the 
whites prevailing. 

[It should be noted that this battle which took ten years; the Cherokees fighting for their survival, 
the Carters seeking more land ensued bitter resentment on both sides of the conflict. When 
three of J esse Carter Sr's children married Cherokees, my 3ggrandmother... Nancy (CARTER) 
married Henry Pratt son of a Cherokee chief, in 1820, her father; J esse disowned all of them 
and left them out of his will.-F loyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., M.A.G.I. 2009] 

A Revolutionary War voucher made out to Levi Carter, State of North Carolina, No. 3538 was for 
L12:3. The auditors for the counties of Washington and Sullivan, North Carolina, certified that 
Levi Carter received in account twelve pounds, three shillings, dated 12 J une 1783. 

The Carter's of Surry County, North Carolina, had supported the Revolution in both Virginia and 
North Carolina, while living on Indian lands, and had contributed soldiers to the cause. The 
King's proclamation in 1763, forbid white settlement west of the Appalachian Divide, so they 
were vulnerable to severe punishment by the British. Local Tories could identify the Carter's as 
enemies of the King, and soon after 1782, the Carter Patriarch's reached the conclusion that 
they could save their families by migrating en masse with the other threatened families to the 
Watauga-Tennessee Valley frontier. Some of the Carter's in the War lived long enough to apply 
for a Revolutionary War pension about 1830, and gave New J ersey as their birthplace. 

These claims along Lick Creek were entered in North Carolina books during 1783-84, but four 
to ten years passed before receiving a full title. No sooner than the ink was dry on the original 
claim, ownership began to change by way of sales and purchases, gifts to children or other 
relatives, and by bequests to heirs. The original surveys and plats of Carter land grants are in 
North Carolina State Archives at Raleigh.

Levi Carter's name appears frequently in the Greene County Court minutes from 1783- , as well 
as that of Abraham, J ames, J oseph, and Daniel. Caleb and Levi are named in 1784, in court 
cases as plaintiff or defendant; or to register an earmark for their hogs; jury lists; or 
appointments. In August 1786, "Ordered thata road be laid off from Babbs Mill to the County 
line below Swan Ponds", and named J oseph Carter , Abraham Carter, Levi Carter and nine 
other men to view, mark, and report to the November Court. This was the year 1786, that Levi 
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Carter's son, our E iijah Carter was born. [When the text says ourElijah Carter, Elizabeth Carter 
Schnegelbergeris referring to Elijah as her direct line. Tom Pratt] 

In December 1784, the State of Franklin was organized; and Southwest Territory (South of 
Ohio) was formed to provide state or territorial government for Washington, Sullivan and 
Greene counties. Carter Station Campgrounds date back to September 20, 1787, at which 
time one of the church founders, J oseph Carter received a land grant from the State of North 
Carolina. A Christain Society was organized in 1790 and an outdoor preaching place was built 
on the hill in the present Carter's Station cemetery. Traveling circuit riders preached at Carter 
Station in the early years, and services were held there until the Great Revival Era near the turn 
of the century. S hortly after 1800, a chruch, 40 x 30 was built of hewed pine logs, two-story 
covered with boards and had but one window. Two local ministers, the Rev. Benjamin Van Pelt, 
and Rev. Benjamin Williams served the church for many years. The latter is buried on the camp 
meeting ground. The Van Pelt home on Lick Creek was a favorite stopping place for Bishop 
Francis Asbury when he visited the area. This famous camp meeting site, had a large shed 
early in the century. A second shed was built in 1847-"the best in East Tennessee". In 1836, 
nine additional acres was purchased for camp meetings. In 1878 the present building was 
erected. "The present congregation at Carter's Station; United MethodistChurch (formerly 
Albany) is striving to fulfill their obligation to God and to the founders of Old Carter's Station, and 
pledge to keep in service that which in trust has been passed down to them. 

Carter's were numerous in America at the time of the first census, 1790, as number 63, 
appearing 651 times. In 1805, Levi Carter and Peter Cassel were on the tax rolls in Greene 
County, Tennessee. A newspaper article about Carter Station United MethodistChurch, "Early 
white settlers from New J ersey, by way of Pennyslvania, Virginia, and Surrey County North 
Carolina, came upon a fortified Indian Village, made peace with the Indians and established a 
settlers fort in 1783. Many of the settlers and members of their families and their descendants 
are buried in the cemetery near the site of the fort. The first person buried was a Mr. Hardin 
whose mocassins became entangled in the brush of a cane-brake on the north side of Lick 
Creek when he was overtaken by the (Cherokee) Indians, and killed." (Greeneville Tennessee 
Sun, newspaper, 25 J uly 1979.)

Let's Get the Facts Straight

The CONFLICT 

I keep running across several sources written by researchers who do not seem to have a firm 
grasp of the facts. I suppose it depends on your sympathies as to who you wish to side. 

When I began my pursuit of my Cherokee ancestry, I read over 45 books covering their early 
European ancestry their divine guidance to the South American continentand eventually their 
migration through North America eventually occupying most of the eastern portion of the United 
States. 

In my pursuit of my Cherokee ancestry, I discovered other authors writing books with a lack of 
truth and facts maybe due to ignorance, or their failure to research, nevertheless one such 
example follows. 

First, in order to explain the story, you the reader needs to be acquainted with the Carter family 
background. 

A large family of Carters reportedly coming from Wales to Gloucester County, New J ersey 
begins this conflict. There is a large contingent of researchers including myself who feel that 
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my 5 th Great Grandfather; Levi Carter Sr. may have been born in New J ersey in 1736. 

Levi with brothers J ohn, Nathan, Caleb, and J oseph, sibling identity has not been proven left 
New J ersey and settled for a while in Pennsylvania around the 1760's, as they pushed into the 
wilderness of North America engaging in warfare with native populations. 

They left Pennsylvania and began purchasing land in Monongahela and Preston Counties of 
Virginia what is now West Virginia. They lived in the area and continued their warlike behavior 
with the natives. 

Living in this area offered them the opportunity to join the American forces against the British 
and conductwaragainstboth the British and the Cherokees which they had acquired a strong 
dislike. 

This "might is right" attitude set the stage for years of bitter rivalry against the Cherokees. Many 
Carters lost their lives in that struggle and Cherokee resentment ran strong in the Carter family. 

The Carters decided to move to Surry County, North Carolina where they continued their war 
against the British and the natives. 

The Tories, loyal to the British, forced the Carter's out of Surry County and the Carter's fled for 
the safety of their lives and their families to the western most portion of North Carolina, which 
was Washington County. 

Washington County after the Revolutionary War became Greene County, Tennessee in 1783. 
The following collaborates this. 

The following is from, " Family History of Levi Carter, Descendants and Allied Families ", by 

Elizabeth Carter Schnegelberger, © 1991, Pages 3,5,9,10,11,14. 

Levy (Levi) possibly about 40 years of age, had an active frontier life like others of his 
generation, and was fully capable of withstanding the hardships of military service. During this 
time, 1775-1777, Levi Carter had land on Indian Creek, atthe mouth of LeMasters Run, near 
present day Arnettsville. The town was Point Marion, Virginia, where Monongalia River and the 
Cheat River meet. 

Levi Carter and J ohn Carter Sr. both served two months at Pickett's Fort, located on the 
Monongalia River about twenty miles south of present Morgantown, Virginia. They were under 
the command of Capt. William Haymond and Lt. Morgan Morgan. 

Later in 1777, Carter's moved south through the Shenandoah Valley Appalachian Mountains, to 
Surrey County, northwest North Carolina justsouth of the Virginia line, where Levi Sr., Caleb, 
J esse, Nathaniel, J ohn and others are listed as soldiers from North Carolina. (Allen, Penelope 
J ohnson, " Tennessee Soldiers in the Revolution ", pl7.) 
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Also, from the same source... 

The Carter's of Surry County, North Carolina, had supported the Revolution in both Virginia and 
North Carolina, while living on Indian lands, and had contributed soldiers to the cause. The 
King's proclamation in 1763, forbid white settlement west of the Appalachian Divide, so they 
were vulnerable to severe punishment by the British. Local Tories could identify the Carter's as 
enemies of the King, and soon after 1782, the Carter Patriarch's reached the conclusion that 
they could save their families by migrating en masse with the other threatened families to the 
Watauga-Tennessee Valley frontier. Some of the Carter's in the War lived long enough to apply 
for a Revolutionary War pension about 1830, and gave New J ersey as their birthplace. 

The Carter's of Washington and Sullivan counties, North Carolina (Greene County, TN. by 
1783) were included in 1780-81 " Inventory of Taxable Property of the Twelfth District in the 
Present Circulating Currency " from Washington County, North Carolina. Abraham, oldestson 
of J ohn Carter Sr.; Caleb Carter Sr., not Levi's son; J ohn Carter; J oseph Carter; and Levi Carter 
Sr. 

They paid taxes until the 1783 Land Act by North Carolina, when each Carter head filed a claim 
fora given number of acres. Levi Carter, Sr. and J ohn Carter, Sr. with adjoining tracts of land on 

Lick Creek Possessed no more than squatter's rights built a Fort (Carter Fort), planted a 

crop, and tried to obtain a deed. 

A historical marker "J ohn Carter established a settlement in 1783" at Carter's Station in Greene 
County, Tennessee, located 8 miles northwest of Greeneville on Hwy. 70, near the old Albany 
Post Office. Originally itwas on the old Babbs Mill Wagon Road thatran eastand west through 
Greene County from near Rheatown to the Hawkins county line near Bull's Gap. Carter's built 
their forton present-day site of Carter's Station and Cemetery, where they foughtthe Cherokee 
Indians at Lookout Mountain. It was an intensive battle and lasted nearly a decade, with the 
whites prevailing. 

A newspaper article about Carter Station United MethodistChurch, "Early white settlers from 
New J ersey, by way of Pennyslvania, Virginia, and Surrey County North Carolina, came upon a 
fortified Indian Village, made peace with the Indians and established a settlers fort in 1783". 

Many of the settlers and members of their families and their descendants are buried in the 
cemetery nearthe site of the fort. The first person buried was a Mr. Hardin whose moccasins 
became entangled in the brush of a cane-brake on the north side of Lick Creek when he was 
overtaken by the (Cherokee) Indians, and killed." (Greeneville Tennessee Sun, newspaper, 25 
July 1979.) 

Rumor Control 

As a descendant of the Cherokees that lived in that area, I cannot let writers fabricate stories 
about the Cherokee peoples to justify their ancestor's warlike actions. 
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If what the above writer said was true, that the Carters arrived near Lick Creek in newly formed 
Greene County, Tennessee in 1783, they made peace with the local Cherokees, then what 
would be the necessity of building a Fort they named Carter's Fort? 

The truth is that white settlers had been forging across the Appalachian Mountains for decades 
in contrary to the British Crown's assurances to the Cherokee's that they, the whites would not 
invade native people's land. 

This had been the law since the 1756 Proclamation by King George. When the Americans 
decided they did not want to live by the rules of England, they broke treaty and started to invade 
and war with the Cherokee and other native peoples , all in the pursuit of stealing their land and 
resources. 

The British came to the Native peoples and assured them that if they, the Cherokees would 
fight for the British, in what the Americans called the Revolutionary War, the Crown would 
enforce the 1756 proclamation. 

The White Americans also solicited the native peoples to fight on their side, but could not offer 
any reassurances or protection against white encroachment. 

The natives chose the British based on the ideals of preserving their land and way of life. 

Technically, they didn't' care for either group of Whites or the reasons for the war, however, 
preserving their families against white encroachment was the foundation of their decision. The 
lesser of the two evils were the British, so the decision was made to support the British in the 
hope of preserving their life. What would you have done? 

In my opinion, the wrong side won the war. If the British had won, they would have honored the 
treaties with ALL the natives and there would have been no genocide or "Trail of Tears". 

The native's rights would have been respected and any white encroachment would have been 
reconciled without war, preserving the sovereignty of the native people nations. 

The landscape of North America would have large patches of native people's nations under the 
guidance and authority of the British Crown... the native populations would have prospered and 
flourished. 

There would be large sections of Cherokee lands, Choctaw lands, Seminole lands, Apache 
lands, Chickasaw lands and hundreds of other native people's land honored by treaties thatthe 
British Crown would have honored, as they had done in hundreds of other countries around the 
world. 

The North American continent would have been one large British colony with many subcultures 
making up their divisions. 
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Many forget, thatthe French land sale to J efferson in 1803 of the Louisiana Territory had a 
stipulation that demanded the Americans did not take native peoples land away by force and 
the Americans were to honor and respect the s overeignty of the Native peoples nations. 

It didn't take J ackson long before he violated that portion of the contract and began making 
agreements with various states like, Georgia to remove and "kick out" the natives under what is 
now known as the Georgia Compact. 

Because the Americans won the Revolutionary War, the beginning of the genocide of 
thousands of native tribes began and the very people who once helped and assisted those 
helpless Europeans were repaid by treachery, lawlessness, thievery and murder. 

The prosperity of America today, was achieved through a century of bloodshed againstthe 
native peoples. 

Even though I was not involved in the process or decisions of the 1800's activities with the native 
governments, I still feel ashamed for the participation that my "other" ancestors may have 
played in the demise of these great people. 

America wears a large red stain on its garment... stained with the blood of its native children. 
The War Continues- 

The outcome of the Revolutionary War is well documented, however the fighting did not stop. 
The British and the Americans reconciled but the Carters and other whites continued their war 
againstthe Cherokees and other native populations. 

As stated above, when the Carter's arrived in Greene County 1783, they arrived in the middle of 
a 10-year war that had been going on with the Cherokee people. They built the fort because 
they had to... for their safety. 

The war with the Cherokees ended around 1785 due to the superior technology of the whites. 
Also, the whites outnumbered these small tribes and villages and could destroy a whole tribe 
with their weapons. 



The whites would burn their crops, burn their homes and kill their livestock. Look what they did 
to the western tribes by destroying the buffalo. 

When the Cherokees finally gave up, they lost more than the war. The Americans wanted to set 
an example and teach other native tribes what the consequences of war with the whites would 
entail. 

The Cherokees once claimed land from the Ohio River to the Appalachians into South 
Carolina through Georgia to the Mississippi River amounting to millions of acres. 
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The American Government through threats of annihilation and genocide swindled the 
Cherokees through a hundred written treaties out of all their lands, except a few parcels of land 
in North Carolina and Oklahoma. 

Even the land in Oklahoma was taken away from them when oil was discovered in 1897. 
Carter Animosity 

The Carter's had a deep hatred for the Cherokees since they had fought with them most of their 
lives. 

Levi Carter's son; J esse Carter Sr. married Susanna (HARMON) and raised 10 children mostly 
in the Greene County, Tennessee area. 

The name Harmon means war-man. There are many documented stories of the Harmon's 
warring with the natives. The Harmons would go out of their way to fight the natives and they 
enjoyed it. 

Three of J esse's children married Cherokees; daughter... Nancy married Cherokee, Henry 
Pratt; son... J esse J r. married Cherokee, Catherine (PRESLEY) and daughter... Susanna 
married Levi P resley another C herokee. 

The Presley's were from North Carolina also of native ancestry and part of the Presley family of 
Elvis Vernon Presley, the singer. 

When J esse CarterSr. died in 1849, he left those three children out of his will and gave them 
no inheritance because they married Cherokees. J esse's elder Carter's hatred of the people 
they abused, killed and stole life, limb and property transcended generations and filtered to their 
sons and grandsons. 

Thankfully, J esse's wife Susanna did notfeel the same way and afterj esse died, Susanna gave 
those three children some property in Monroe and McMinn Counties before her death in 1865. 

Thank goodness for the tender mercies of our wives... they may save us yet. 

American's Owe a Debt 

So, the next time you hear someone boasting about their pioneer ancestors and how they 
forged a life out of the wilderness, remember without the Powhatan natives, the J amestown 
settlement would have been decimated.

4) When Peter Harmon buys the land on Roaring Fork at Lick Creek, Levi Carter and J esse 
Carter also live on Lick Creek, because Levi Carter Sr. and his family helped build Carter's Station 
fort not far from Peter Harmon's land purchase, i.e., they were neighbors. 

5) Susanna (HARMON) names a son, Peter, after her father and a daughter, Margaret after her 
mother and another daughter; my 3rdggrandmother, Nancy after Susanna's sister Nancy 
(HARMON) who married Benjamin Neal, but she does not name any son Thomas nor does any 
of her children name a son Thomas or George who were prominent Harmon families in the area.

Levi and other Carters, (J ohn Sr.; J oseph; Caleb Sr.; and Nathan) were traced together from 
New J ersey to G reene County, Tennessee, maybe brothers. Also, David and E phraim. In 1772, 
Caleb Carter Sr., claimed 400A of land in Monongalia County, Virginia. Two years prior to the 
Revolution, they served in Lord Dunmore's War. The document, "Captain Zackquil Morgan's 
Roll", p. 19-20 with seventy-six names, days served, and pay, dated 4 Oct 1775, included these 
names: 

Levy (Levi) Carter-162 days; Pay 12:3:0 
Caleb Carter-162 days; Pay 12:3:0 
J oseph Carter-162 days; Pay 12:3:0 

Levy (Levi) possibly about 40 years of age, had an active frontier life like others of his 
generation, and was fully capable of withstanding the hardships of military service. During this 
time, 1775-1777, Levi Carter had land on Indian Creek, atthe mouth of LeMasters Run, near 
present day Arnettsville. The town was Point Marion, Virginia, where Monongalia River and the 
Cheat River meet, (see map) 

Levi Carter and J ohn Carter Sr. both served two months at Pickett's Fort, located on the 
Monongalia River about twenty miles south of present Morgantown, Virginia. They were under 
the command of Capt. William Haymond and Lt. Morgan Morgan.This document preserved by 
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the Haymond family, carries the title of "Pay Roll of Capt. William Haymond's Company of 
Monongalia County Militia", from the 15th of April until the 12th of J une 1777. Twenty eight 
names were on the payroll. [Gwathmey's " Historical Register of Virginians in the Revolution ", 
page 134.] 

Later in 1777, Carter's moved south through the Shenandoah Valley Appalachian Mountains, to 
Surrey County, northwest North Carolina justsouth of the Virginia line, where Levi Sr., Caleb, 
J esse, Nathaniel, J ohn and others are listed as soldiers from North Carolina. (Allen, Penelope 
J ohnson, " Tennessee Soldiers in the Revolution ", pl7.) 

The Carter's of Washington and Sullivan counties, North Carolina (Greene County, TN. by 
1783) were included in 1780-81 " Inventory of Taxable Property of the Twelfth District in the 
Present Circulating Currancy " from Washington County, North Carolina. 
Abraham, oldestson of J ohn Carter Sr.; Caleb Carter Sr., not Levi's son; J ohn Carter; J oseph 
Carter; and Levi Carter Sr. 

They paid taxes until the 1783 Land Act by North Carolina, when each Carter head filed a 
claim for a given number of acres. Levi Carter, Sr. and J ohn Carter, Sr. with adjoining tracts of 

land on Lick Creek Possessed no more than squatters rights built a Fort (Carter Fort), 

planted a crop, and tried to obtain a deed. 

A historical marker "J ohn Carter established a settlement in 1783" at Carter's Station in Greene 
County, Tennessee, located 8 miles northwest of Greeneville on Hwy. 70, near the old Albany 
Post Office. Originally itwas on the old Babbs Mill Wagon Road thatran eastand west through 
Greene county from near Rheatown to the Hawkins county line near Bull's Gap. Carter's built 
their forton present-day site of Carter's Station and Cemetery, where they foughtthe Cherokee 
Indians at Lookout Mountain. It was an intensive battle and lasted nearly a decade, with the 
whites prevailing. 

[It should be noted that this battle which took ten years; the Cherokees fighting for their survival, 
the Carters seeking more land ensued bitter resentment on both sides of the conflict. When 
three of J esse Carter Sr's children married Cherokees, my 3ggrandmother... Nancy (CARTER) 
married Henry Pratt son of a Cherokee chief, in 1820, her father; J esse disowned all of them 
and left them out of his will.-F loyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., M.A.G.I. 2009] 

A Revolutionary War voucher made out to Levi Carter, State of North Carolina, No. 3538 was for 
L12:3. The auditors for the counties of Washington and Sullivan, North Carolina, certified that 
Levi Carter received in account twelve pounds, three shillings, dated 12 J une 1783. 

The Carter's of Surry County, North Carolina, had supported the Revolution in both Virginia and 
North Carolina, while living on Indian lands, and had contributed soldiers to the cause. The 
King's proclamation in 1763, forbid white settlement west of the Appalachian Divide, so they 
were vulnerable to severe punishment by the British. Local Tories could identify the Carter's as 
enemies of the King, and soon after 1782, the Carter Patriarch's reached the conclusion that 
they could save their families by migrating en masse with the other threatened families to the 
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Watauga-Tennessee Valley frontier. Some of the Carter's in the War lived long enough to apply 
for a Revolutionary War pension about 1830, and gave New J ersey as their birthplace. 

These claims along Lick Creek were entered in North Carolina books during 1783-84, but four 
to ten years passed before receiving a full title. No sooner than the ink was dry on the original 
claim, ownership began to change by way of sales and purchases, gifts to children or other 
relatives, and by bequests to heirs. The original surveys and plats of Carter land grants are in 
North Carolina State Archives at Raleigh.

Beginning atthe mouth of Punching Camp 
Creek at a beech, then North 92 poles to an ash, then East 130 poles to two hickories, then 
South 32 poles to a white oak, then East 25 poles to a post oak, then South 154 poles to a white 
oak, then West 155 poles to a white oak, then North 94 poles to the beginning; do by the plot 
hereunto doth appear together with all woods, waters, mines, minerals, hereditaments, 
appurtanances to the said land belonging pertaining to hold to the said Levi Carter, his heirs 
and assigns forever, yielding and paying to us such sums of money yearly or otherwise as our 
General Assembly from time to time may direct. Provided always that the said Levi Carter shall 
cause this grantto be Registered in the Register's Office of our said County of Greene, within 
the time limited by law, otherwise the same shall be void and of no effect. In testimony whereof 
we have caused these our letters to be made patent and our Great to be hereunto affixed. 
Witness: Richard Dobbs Spaight, Esquire, our Governor Captain General and Commander in 
Chief, at Newburn, the 12th day of J anuary in the 17th year of our Independence and in the year 
of our Lord 1793. S igned: J . Glasgow, Secretary. Richard Dobbs Spaight 
[A pole was equal to 16.5 feet Floyd Thomas Pratt] 

Levi Carter's name appears frequently in the Greene County Court minutes from 1783- , as well 
as that of Abraham, J ames, J oseph, and Daniel. Caleb and Levi are named in 1784, in court 
cases as plaintiff or defendant; or to register an earmark for their hogs; jury lists; or 
appointments. In August 1786, "Ordered thata road be laid off from Babbs Mill to the County 
line below Swan Ponds", and named J oseph Carter , Abraham Carter, Levi Carter and nine 
other men to view, mark, and report to the November Court. This was the year 1786, that Levi 
Carter's son, ourElijah Carter was born. [When the text says ourElijah Carter, Elizabeth Carter 
Schnegelbergeris referring to Elijah as her direct line. Tom Pratt] 

In December 1784, the State of Franklin was organized; and Southwest Territory (South of 
Ohio) was formed to provide state or territorial government for Washington, Sullivan and 
Greene counties. Carter Station Campgrounds date back to September 20, 1787, at which 
time one of the church founders, J oseph Carter received a land grant from the State of North 
Carolina. A Christain Society was organized in 1790 and an outdoor preaching place was built 
on the hill in the present Carter's Station cemetery. Traveling circuit riders preached at Carter 
Station in the early years, and services were held there until the Great Revival Era near the turn 
of the century. S hortly after 1800, a chruch, 40 x 30 was built of hewed pine logs, two-story 
covered with boards and had but one window. Two local ministers, the Rev. Benjamin Van 
Pelt, and Rev. Benjamin Williams served the church for many years. The latter is buried on the 
camp meeting ground. The Van Pelt home on LickCreek was a favorite stopping place for 
Bishop Francis Asbury when he visited the area. This famous camp meeting site, had a large 
shed early in the century. A second shed was built in 1847— "tine best in East Tennessee". In 
1836, nine additional acres was purchased for camp meetings. In 1878 the present building 
was erected. "The present congregation at Carter's Station; United Methodist Church (formerly 
Albany) is striving to fulfill their obligation to God and to the founders of Old Carter's Station, and 
pledge to keep in service that which in trust has been passed down to them. 

Carter's were numerous in America atthe time of the first census, 1790, as number 63, 
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appearing 651 times. In 1805, Levi Carter and Peter Cassel were on the tax rolls in Greene 
County, Tennessee. A newspaper article about Carter Station United Methodist Church, "Early 
white settlers from New J ersey, by way of Pennyslvania, Virginia, and Surrey County North 
Carolina, came upon a fortified Indian Village, made peace with the Indians and established a 
settlers fort in 1783. Many of the settlers and members of their families and their descendants 
are buried in the cemetery near the site of the fort. The first person buried was a Mr. Hardin 
whose mocassins became entangled in the brush of a cane-brake on the north side of Lick 
Creek when he was overtaken by the (Cherokee) Indians, and killed." (Greeneville Tennessee 
Sun, newspaper, 25 J uly 1979.) 

The 1805 Camp meeting at Carter's Station began 23 August 1805, and lasted four (4) days. 
10,000 people came. The families camped. (Greeneville Tennessee first newspaper in 1805.)

Let's Get the Facts Straight

The CONFLICT 

I keep running across several sources written by researchers who do not seem to have a firm 
grasp of the facts. I suppose it depends on your sympathies as to who you wish to side. 

When I began my pursuit of my Cherokee ancestry, I read over 45 books covering their early 
European ancestry their divine guidance to the South American continentand eventually their 
migration through North America eventually occupying most of the eastern portion of the United 
States. 

In my pursuit of my Cherokee ancestry, I discovered other authors writing books with a lack of 
truth and facts maybe due to ignorance, or their failure to research, nevertheless one such 
example follows. 

First, in order to explain the story, you the reader needs to be acquainted with the Carter family 
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background. 

A large family of Carters reportedly coming from Wales to Gloucester County, New J ersey 
begins this conflict. There is a large contingent of researchers including myself who feel that 
my 5 th Great Grandfather; Levi Carter Sr. may have been born in New J ersey in 1736. 

Levi with brothers J ohn, Nathan, Caleb, and J oseph, sibling identity has not been proven left 
New J ersey and settled for a while in Pennsylvania around the 1760's, as they pushed into the 
wilderness of North America engaging in warfare with native populations. 

They left Pennsylvania and began purchasing land in Monongahela and Preston Counties of 
Virginia what is now West Virginia. They lived in the area and continued their warlike behavior 
with the natives. 

Living in this area offered them the opportunity to join the American forces against the British 
and conductwaragainstboth the British and the Cherokees which they had acquired a strong 
dislike. 

This "might is right" attitude set the stage for years of bitter rivalry against the Cherokees. Many 
Carters lost their lives in that struggle and Cherokee resentment ran strong in the Carter family. 

The Carters decided to move to Surry County, North Carolina where they continued their war 
against the British and the natives. 

The Tories, loyal to the British, forced the Carter's out of Surry County and the Carter's fled for 
the safety of their lives and their families to the western most portion of North Carolina, which 
was Washington County. 

Washington County after the Revolutionary War became Greene County, Tennessee in 1783. 
The following collaborates this. 

The following is from, " Family History of Levi Carter, Descendants and Allied Families ", by 

Elizabeth Carter Schnegelberger, © 1991, Pages 3,5,9,10,11,14. 

Levy (Levi) possibly about 40 years of age, had an active frontier life like others of his 
generation, and was fully capable of withstanding the hardships of military service. During this 
time, 1775-1777, Levi Carter had land on Indian Creek, atthe mouth of LeMasters Run, near 
present day Arnettsville. The town was Point Marion, Virginia, where Monongalia River and the 
Cheat River meet. 

Levi Carter and J ohn Carter Sr. both served two months at Pickett's Fort, located on the 
Monongalia River about twenty miles south of present Morgantown, Virginia. They were under 
the command of Capt. William Haymond and Lt. Morgan Morgan.

Later in 1777, Carter's moved south through the Shenandoah Valley Appalachian Mountains, to 
Surrey County, northwest North Carolina justsouth of the Virginia line, where Levi Sr., Caleb, 
J esse, Nathaniel, J ohn and others are listed as soldiers from North Carolina. (Allen, Penelope 
J ohnson, " Tennessee Soldiers in the Revolution ", pl7.) 

Also, from the same source... 

The Carter's of Surry County, North Carolina, had supported the Revolution in both Virginia and 
North Carolina, while living on Indian lands, and had contributed soldiers to the cause. The 
King's proclamation in 1763, forbid white settlement west of the Appalachian Divide, so they 
were vulnerable to severe punishment by the British. Local Tories could identify the Carter's as 
enemies of the King, and soon after 1782, the Carter Patriarch's reached the conclusion that 
they could save their families by migrating en masse with the other threatened families to the 
Watauga-Tennessee Valley frontier. Some of the Carter's in the War lived long enough to apply 
for a Revolutionary War pension about 1830, and gave New J ersey as their birthplace. 

The Carter's of Washington and Sullivan counties, North Carolina (Greene County, TN. by 
1783) were included in 1780-81 " Inventory of Taxable Property of the Twelfth District in the 
Present Circulating Currency " from Washington County, North Carolina. Abraham, oldestson 
of J ohn Carter Sr.; Caleb Carter Sr., not Levi's son; J ohn Carter; J oseph Carter; and Levi Carter 
Sr. 

They paid taxes until the 1783 Land Act by North Carolina, when each Carter head filed a 
claim for a given number of acres. Levi Carter, Sr. and J ohn Carter, Sr. with adjoining tracts of 

land on Lick Creek Possessed no more than squatter's rights builta Fort (Carter Fort), 

planted a crop, and tried to obtain a deed. 

A historical marker "J ohn Carter established a settlement in 1783" at Carter's Station in Greene 
County, Tennessee, located 8 miles northwest of Greeneville on Hwy. 70, near the old Albany 
Post Office. Originally itwas on the old Babbs Mill Wagon Road thatran eastand west through 
Greene County from near Rheatown to the Hawkins county line near Bull's Gap. Carter's built 
their forton present-day site of Carter's Station and Cemetery, where they foughtthe Cherokee 
Indians at Lookout Mountain. It was an intensive battle and lasted nearly a decade, with the 
whites prevailing. 

A newspaper article about Carter Station United MethodistChurch, "Early white settlers from 
New J ersey, by way of Pennyslvania, Virginia, and Surrey County North Carolina, came upon a 
fortified Indian Village, made peace with the Indians and established a settlers fort in 1783". 

Many of the settlers and members of their families and their descendants are buried in the 
cemetery nearthe site of the fort. The first person buried was a Mr. Hardin whose moccasins 
became entangled in the brush of a cane-brake on the north side of Lick Creek when he was 
overtaken by the (Cherokee) Indians, and killed." (Greeneville Tennessee Sun, newspaper, 25 
July 1979.) 
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Rumor Control 



As a descendant of the Cherokees that lived in that area, I cannot let writers fabricate stories 
about the Cherokee peoples to justify their ancestor's warlike actions. 

If what the above writer said was true, that the Carters arrived near Lick Creek in newly formed 
Greene County, Tennessee in 1783, they made peace with the local Cherokees, then what 
would be the necessity of building a Fort they named Carter's Fort? 

The truth is that white settlers had been forging across the Appalachian Mountains for decades 
in contrary to the British Crown's assurances to the Cherokee's that they, the whites would not 
invade native people's land. 

This had been the law since the 1756 Proclamation by King George. When the Americans 
decided they did not want to live by the rules of England, they broke treaty and started to invade 
and war with the Cherokee and other native peoples , all in the pursuit of stealing their land 
and resources. 

The British came to the Native peoples and assured them that if they, the Cherokees would 
fight for the British, in what the Americans called the Revolutionary War, the Crown would 
enforce the 1756 proclamation. 

The White Americans also solicited the native peoples to fight on their side, but could not offer 
any reassurances or protection against white encroachment. 

The natives chose the British based on the ideals of preserving their land and way of life. 

Technically, they didn't' care for either group of Whites or the reasons for the war, however, 
preserving their families against white encroachment was the foundation of their decision. The 
lesser of the two evils were the British, so the decision was made to support the British in the 
hope of preserving their life. What would you have done? 

In my opinion, the wrong side won the war. If the British had won, they would have honored the 
treaties with ALL the natives and there would have been no genocide or "Trail of Tears". 

The native's rights would have been respected and any white encroachment would have been 
reconciled without war, preserving the sovereignty of the native people nations. 

The landscape of North America would have large patches of native people's nations under the 
guidance and authority of the British Crown... the native populations would have prospered and 
flourished. 

There would be large sections of Cherokee lands, Choctaw lands, Seminole lands, Apache 
lands, Chickasaw lands and hundreds of other native people's land honored by treaties thatthe 
British Crown would have honored, as they had done in hundreds of other countries around the 
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world. 

The North American continent would have been one large British colony with many 
subcultures making up their divisions. 

Many forget, thatthe French land sale to J efferson in 1803 of the Louisiana Territory had a 
stipulation that demanded the Americans did nottake native peoples land away by force and 
the Americans were to honor and respect the s overeignty of the Native peoples nations. 

It didn't take J ackson long before he violated that portion of the contract and began making 
agreements with various states like, Georgia to remove and "kick out" the natives under what is 
now known as the Georgia Compact. 

Because the Americans won the Revolutionary War, the beginning of the genocide of 
thousands of native tribes began and the very people who once helped and assisted those 
helpless Europeans were repaid by treachery, lawlessness, thievery and murder. 

The prosperity of America today, was achieved through a century of bloodshed againstthe 
native peoples. 

Even though I was not involved in the process or decisions of the 1800's activities with the 
native governments, I still feel ashamed for the participation that my "other" ancestors may have 
played in the demise of these great people. 

America wears a large red stain on its garment... stained with the blood of its native children. 
The War Continues- 

The outcome of the Revolutionary War is well documented, however the fighting did not stop. 
The British and the Americans reconciled but the Carters and other whites continued their war 
againstthe Cherokees and other native populations. 

As stated above, when the Carter's arrived in Greene County 1783, they arrived in the middle of 
a 10-year war that had been going on with the Cherokee people. They built the fort because 
they had to... for their safety. 

The war with the Cherokees ended around 1785 due to the superior technology of the whites. 
Also, the whites outnumbered these small tribes and villages and could destroy a whole tribe 
with their weapons. 



The whites would burn their crops, burn their homes and kill their livestock. Look what they did 
to the western tribes by destroying the buffalo. 

When the Cherokees finally gave up, they lost more than the war. The Americans wanted to set 
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an example and teach other native tribes what the consequences of war with the whites would 
entail. 

The Cherokees once claimed land from the Ohio River to the Appalachians into South 
Carolina through Georgia to the Mississippi River amounting to millions of acres. 

The American Government through threats of annihilation and genocide swindled the 
Cherokees through a hundred written treaties out of all their lands, except a few parcels of land 
in North Carolina and Oklahoma. 

Even the land in Oklahoma was taken away from them when oil was discovered in 1897. 
Carter Animosity 

The Carter's had a deep hatred for the Cherokees since they had fought with them most of their 
lives. 

Levi Carter's son; J esse Carter Sr. married Susanna (HARMON) and raised 10 children mostly 
in the Greene County, Tennessee area. 

The name Harmon means war-man. There are many documented stories of the Harmon's 
warring with the natives. The Harmons would go out of their way to fight the natives and they 
enjoyed it. 

Three of J esse's children married Cherokees; daughter... Nancy married Cherokee, Henry 
Pratt; son... J esse J r. married Cherokee, Catherine (PRESLEY) and daughter... Susanna 
married Levi P resley another C herokee. 

The Presley's were from North Carolina also of native ancestry and part of the Presley family of 
Elvis Vernon Presley, the singer. 

When J esse CarterSr. died in 1849, he left those three children out of his will and gave them 
no inheritance because they married Cherokees. J esse's elder Carter's hatred of the people 
they abused, killed and stole life, limb and property transcended generations and filtered to 
their sons and grandsons. 

Thankfully, J esse's wife Susanna did notfeel the same way and afterj esse died, Susanna 
gave those three children some property in Monroe and McMinn Counties before her death in 
1865. 

Thank goodness for the tender mercies of our wives... they may save us yet. 
American's Owe a Debt 

So, the next time you hear someone boasting about their pioneer ancestors and how they 
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forged a life out of the wilderness, remember without the Powhatan natives, the J amestown 
settlement would have been decimated. 

The Pilgrims would not have survived without the help of natives like Samoset, who walked into 
their camp and in English said "Welcome" and Squanto who taught the Pilgrims how to survive! 

It was the Cherokees that saved Col. Andrew J ackson in the battle with the Creeks. 

It was the Cherokees that forged a new alphabet and printed their own newspaper and created 
a government and set up schools to teach their children higher education fashioned after the 
white man... who was suppose to protect them. 

And it was the Cherokees that the white American government forced into concentration 
camps and moved them off of their land and seized everything that was of valuable.

Since Levi or his wife never showed up in a census then approximating their birthdates are 
difficult. In the book, " Family History of Levi Carter Descendants and Allied Families " by 

Elizabeth Carter Schnegelberger she stated a professional genealogist called Viron E. Payne, 
found Levi's birth date of 1736. However, failure to disclose his sources, leaves the subsequent 
researchers still looking for the birthdate. Men usually married close to their age until they 
reached old age and I think Levi would have been no exception. Born in 1736 or thereabouts, 
he could have married after age 14 (1750) and before firstborn son; Caleb was born in 1769. 
Since Susanna died in 1816, this would indicate that she died a few years after Levi died in 
1811. Therefore, she was probably close to his age. If Caleb was born around 1769 
backtracking 15 years, the age young girls usually married back then, would place her birth at 
1754. However, if she married later at age 15-20 then her birthdate would be in the range of 

1749- 1754. Also, one fallacy to this theory is. ..we are assuming that Caleb was the firstborn in 
1769. If Susanna was closer to Levi's age who was born in 1736, then Caleb may not have 
been the firstborn. They could have married between 1750 to 1769. Therefore, we really don't 
know when she was born. ..best guess 1740-1750. Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., M.A.G.I. 22 
August 2010

Levi and other Carters, (J ohn Sr.; J oseph; Caleb Sr.; and Nathan) were traced together from 
New J ersey to G reene County, Tennessee, maybe brothers. Also, David and E phraim. In 1772, 
Caleb Carter Sr., claimed 400A of land in Monongalia County, Virginia. Two years prior to the 
Revolution, they served in Lord Dunmore's War. The document, "Captain Zackquil Morgan's 
Roll", p. 19-20 with seventy-six names, days served, and pay, dated 4 Oct 1775, included these 
names: 

Levy (Levi) Carter-162 days; Pay 12:3:0 
Caleb Carter-162 days; Pay 12:3:0 
J oseph Carter-162 days; Pay 12:3:0 

Levy (Levi) possibly about 40 years of age, had an active frontier life like others of his 
generation, and was fully capable of withstanding the hardships of military service. During this 
time, 1775-1777, Levi Carter had land on Indian Creek, atthe mouth of LeMasters Run, near 
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present day Arnettsville. The town was Point Marion, Virginia, where Monongalia River and the 
Cheat River meet, (see map) 

Levi Carter and J ohn Carter Sr. both served two months at Pickett's Fort, located on the 
Monongalia River about twenty miles south of present Morgantown, Virginia. They were under 
the command of Capt. William Haymond and Lt. Morgan Morgan.This document preserved by 
the Haymond family, carries the title of "Pay Roll of Capt. William Haymond's Company of 
Monongalia County Militia", from the 15th of April until the 12th of J une 1777. Twenty eight 
names were on the payroll. [Gwathmey's " Historical Register of Virginians in the Revolution ", 
page 134.] 

Later in 1777, Carter's moved south through the Shenandoah Valley Appalachian Mountains, to 
Surrey County, northwest North Carolina justsouth of the Virginia line, where Levi Sr., Caleb, 
J esse, Nathaniel, J ohn and others are listed as soldiers from North Carolina. (Allen, Penelope 
J ohnson, " Tennessee Soldiers in the Revolution ", pl7.) 

The Carter's of Washington and Sullivan counties, North Carolina (Greene County, TN. by 
1783) were included in 1780-81 " Inventory of Taxable Property of the Twelfth District in the 
Present Circulating Currancy " from Washington County, North Carolina. 
Abraham, oldestson ofj ohn Carter S r.; Caleb Carter Sr., not Levi's son; J ohn Carter; J oseph 
Carter; and Levi Carter Sr. 

They paid taxes until the 1783 Land Act by North Carolina, when each Carter head filed a claim 
for a given number of acres. Levi Carter, Sr. and J ohn Carter, Sr. with adjoining tracts of land on 

Lick Creek Possessed no more than squatters rights built a Fort (Carter Fort), planted a 

crop, and tried to obtain a deed. 

A historical marker "J ohn Carter established a settlement in 1783" at Carter's Station in Greene 
County, Tennessee, located 8 miles northwest of Greeneville on Hwy. 70, near the old Albany 
Post Office. Originally itwas on the old Babbs Mill Wagon Road thatran eastand west through 
Greene county from near Rheatown to the Hawkins county line near Bull's Gap. Carter's built 
their forton present-day site of Carter's Station and Cemetery, where they foughtthe Cherokee 
Indians at Lookout Mountain. It was an intensive battle and lasted nearly a decade, with the 
whites prevailing. 

[It should be noted that this battle which took ten years; the Cherokees fighting for their survival, 
the Carters seeking more land ensued bitter resentment on both sides of the conflict. When 
three of J esse Carter Sr's children married Cherokees, my 3ggrandmother... Nancy (CARTER) 
married Henry Pratt son of a Cherokee chief, in 1820, her father; J esse disowned all of them 
and left them out of his will.-Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., M.A.G.I. 2009] 

A Revolutionary War voucher made out to Levi Carter, State of North Carolina, No. 3538 was for 
L12:3. The auditors for the counties of Washington and Sullivan, North Carolina, certified that 
Levi Carter received in account twelve pounds, three shillings, dated 12 J une 1783. 
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The Carter's of Surry County, North Carolina, had supported the Revolution in both Virginia and 
North Carolina, while living on Indian lands, and had contributed soldiers to the cause. The 
King's proclamation in 1763, forbid white settlement west of the Appalachian Divide, so they 
were vulnerable to severe punishment by the British. Local Tories could identify the Carter's as 
enemies of the King, and soon after 1782, the Carter Patriarch's reached the conclusion that 
they could save their families by migrating en masse with the other threatened families to the 
Watauga-Tennessee Valley frontier. Some of the Carter's in the War lived long enough to apply 
for a Revolutionary War pension about 1830, and gave New J ersey as their birthplace. 

These claims along Lick Creek were entered in North Carolina books during 1783-84, but four 
to ten years passed before receiving a full title. No sooner than the ink was dry on the original 
claim, ownership began to change by way of sales and purchases, gifts to children or other 
relatives, and by bequests to heirs. The original surveys and plats of Carter land grants are in 
North Carolina State Archives at Raleigh.

Beginning atthe mouth of Punching Camp 
Creek at a beech, then North 92 poles to an ash, then East 130 poles to two hickories, then 
South 32 poles to a white oak, then East 25 poles to a post oak, then South 154 poles to a white 
oak, then West 155 poles to a white oak, then North 94 poles to the beginning; do by the plot 
hereunto doth appear together with all woods, waters, mines, minerals, hereditaments, 
appurtanances to the said land belonging pertaining to hold to the said Levi Carter, his heirs 
and assigns forever, yielding and paying to us such sums of money yearly or otherwise as our 
General Assembly from time to time may direct. Provided always that the said Levi Carter shall 
cause this grantto be Registered in the Register's Office of our said County of Greene, within 
the time limited by law, otherwise the same shall be void and of no effect. In testimony whereof 
we have caused these our letters to be made patent and our Great to be hereunto affixed. 
Witness: Richard Dobbs Spaight, Esquire, our Governor Captain General and Commander in 
Chief, at Newburn, the 12th day of J anuary in the 17th year of our Independence and in the year 
of our Lord 1793. S igned: J . Glasgow, Secretary. Richard Dobbs Spaight 
[A pole was equal to 16.5 feet Floyd Thomas Pratt] 

Levi Carter's name appears frequently in the Greene County Court minutes from 1783- , as well 
as that of Abraham, J ames, J oseph, and Daniel. Caleb and Levi are named in 1784, in court 
cases as plaintiff or defendant; or to register an earmark for their hogs; jury lists; or 
appointments. In August 1786, "Ordered thata road be laid off from Babbs Mill to the County 
line below Swan Ponds", and named J oseph Carter , Abraham Carter, Levi Carter and nine 
other men to view, mark, and report to the November Court. This was the year 1786, that Levi 
Carter's son, our Elijah Carter was born. 

[When the text says our Elijah Carter, Elizabeth Carter Schnegelberger is referring to Elijah as 
her direct line. Tom Pratt] 

In December 1784, the State of Franklin was organized; and Southwest Territory (South of 
Ohio) was formed to provide state or territorial government for Washington, Sullivan and 
Greene counties. Carter Station Campgrounds date back to September 20, 1787, at which 
time one of the church founders, J oseph Carter received a land grant from the State of North 
Carolina. A Christain Society was organized in 1790 and an outdoor preaching place was built 
on the hill in the present Carter's Station cemetery. Traveling circuit riders preached at Carter 
Station in the early years, and services were held there until the Great Revival Era near the turn 
of the century. S hortly after 1800, a chruch, 40 x 30 was built of hewed pine logs, two-story 
covered with boards and had but one window. Two local ministers, the Rev. Benjamin Van Pelt, 
and Rev. Benjamin Williams served the church for many years. The latter is buried on the camp 
meeting ground. The Van Pelt home on LickCreek was a favorite stopping place for Bishop 
Francis Asbury when he visited the area. This famous camp meeting site, had a large shed 
early in the century. A second shed was built in 1847-"the best in East Tennessee". In 1836, 
nine additional acres was purchased for camp meetings. In 1878 the present building was 
erected. "The present congregation at Carter's Station; United MethodistChurch (formerly 
Albany) is striving to fulfill their obligation to God and to the founders of Old Carter's Station, and 
pledge to keep in service that which in trust has been passed down to them. 

Carter's were numerous in America atthe time of the first census, 1790, as number 63, 
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appearing 651 times. In 1805, Levil Carter and Peter Cassel were on the tax rolls in Greene 
County, Tennessee. A newspaper article about Carter Station United Methodist Church, "Early 
white settlers from New J ersey, by way of Pennyslvania, Virginia, and Surrey County North 
Carolina, came upon a fortified Indian Village, made peace with the Indians and established a 
settlers fort in 1783. Many of the settlers and members of their families and their descendants 
are buried in the cemetery near the site of the fort. The first person buried was a Mr. Hardin 
whose mocassins became entangled in the brush of a cane-brake on the north side of Lick 
Creek when he was overtaken by the (Cherokee) Indians, and killed." (Greeneville Tennessee 
Sun, newspaper, 25 J uly 1979.)

"As it is known to the Omniscient, so may your Excellencies, Counts, Barons, and Peers, realize 
that it will be four years from the coming 21st of February in the year of our Lord 1710, since we, 
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the Evangelical Consistoriales, Inspectors, and Pastors mosthumby stated that we have lived 
without salary, thatthe destructive war had its seatin the Electorate of the Palatinate, thatthe 
resultant hardships rested upon the subjects and dependents, that poverty had overtaken them, all 
of which sorrows our pen is really too feeble to describe and represent sufficiently; the price of the 
larger fruits and wine daily mounting higher and higher, and whatever fruits of the preceding 
season have remained, the enemy (the French) has demanded instead of reparations. In such 
misery and suffering, and actual and well known condition, we are now existing, especially 
because the little means which one or the other still may have, are now comsumed to the greatest 
advantage and disadvantage; the taxes collected up to date from some of the estates, 
principalities, and a few other places which in some degree served for our support and 
maintenance, began also, to our greatest sorrow, to diminish, and our poor parishes are now 
weakened so completely that they can not provide us with a living. Even here the parish of 
Heidelberg, the strongest of the whole Electorate of the Palatinate, has not furnished, for four years 
God knows, anything more than fifteen R heinish florins to each of the two pastors mentioned 
below, and in all four malters (a malter is about eight bushels of corn)". 

"Therefore it is easy to conceive how miserable the rest of us must be. Accordingly under these 
conditions it is impossible for us to remain longer in the parishes." 
(Note: The foregoing is only part of a long petition dated J an. 15, 1710, at Heidelberg, signed by 
twenty Luthern pastors one of whom was Rev. Anthony J acob Henkle who came to America in 
1717. This petition further states thatthe matter "concerned more than 50,000 Luthern souls." The 
Elector of the Palatinate during this period was a Catholic and the lot of the Luteran congregations 
was grievous.) 

Myer's General History, section 791, says: "The Duchy ofWurtemburg had one half million of 
inhabitants at the commencement of the war ("Thirty Years War"); at its close had barely 50,000," 
or only one out of ten. The authority further says that on every hand were charred remains of the 
hovels of the peasants and the palaces of the nobility. Vast districts lay waste without an inhabitant. 
The very soil in many regions had reverted to it's primitive wildness. Later, France conducted 
another war in southern Germany, known as the "War of the Palatinate." Louis, the French 
monarch, ordered thatthe country should again be laid waste. According to Myers, all 
tangible inprovements even the fruit trees, vines and crops were destroyed, it is therefore not 
surprising thatthe Harmans with many thousands of fellow countrymen, should have bid farewell to 
thattroubled land and sailed for the New World in the Western Hemisphere."

PALATINE HISTORY

The Palatinate or German PFALZ, was, in German history, the land of the Count Palatine, a title 
held by a leading secular prince of the Holy Roman Empire. Geographically, the Palatinate was 
divided between two small territorial clusters: the Rhenish, or Lower Palatinate, and the Upper 
Palatinate. The Rhenish Palatinate included lands on both sides of the Middle Rhine River 
between its Main and Neckar tributaries. Its capital until the 18th century was Heidelberg. The 
Upper Palatinate was located in northern Bavaria, on both sides of the Naab Riveras it flows south 
toward the Danube and extended eastward to the Bohemian Forest. The boundaries of the 
Palatinate varied with the political and dynastic fortunes of the Counts Palatine. 

The Palatinate has a border beginning in the north, on the Moselle River about 35 miles southwest 
of Coblenz to Bingen and east to Mainz, down the Rhine River to Oppenheim, Guntersblum and 
Worms, then continuing eastward above the Nieckar River about 25 miles east of Heidelberg then 
looping back westerly below Heidelberg to Speyer, south down the Rhine River to Alsace, then 
north-westerly back up to its beginning on the Moselle River. 

The first Count Palatine of the Rhine was Hermann I, who received the office in 945. Although not 
originally hereditary, the title was held mainly by his descendants until his line expired in 1155, and 
the Bavarian Wittelsbachs took over in 1180. In 1356, the Golden Bull ( a papal bull: an official 
document, usually commands from the Pope and sealed with the official Papal seal called a

Bulla) made the Count Palatine an Elector of the Holy Roman Empire. During the Reformation, the 
Palatinate accepted Protestantism and became the foremost Calvinist region in Germany. 

After Martin Luther published his 95 Theses on the door of the castle church at Wittenberg on 31 
October 1517, many of his followers came under considerable religious persecution for their 
beliefs. Perhaps for reasons of mutual comfort and support, they gathered in what is known as the 
Palatine. These folk came from many places, Germany, Holland, Switzerland and beyond, but all 
shared a common view on religion. 

The protestant Elector Palatine Frederick V (1596-1632), called the "Winter King" of Bohemia, 
played a unique role in the struggle between Roman Catholic and Protestant Europe. His election 
in 1619 as King of Bohemia precipitated the Thirty Years War that lasted from 1619 until 1648. 
Frederick was driven from Bohemia and in 1623, deposed as Elector Palatine. 

During the Thirty Years War, the Palatine country and other parts of Germany suffered from the 
horrors of fire and sword as well as from pillage and plunder by the French armies. This war was 
based upon both politics and religious hatreds, as the Roman Catholic armies sought to crush the 
religious freedom of a politically-divided Protestantism. 

Many unpaid armies and bands of mercenaries, both of friends and foe, devoured the substance of 
the people and by 1633, even the catholic French supported the Elector Palatine for a time for 
political reasons. 

During the War of the Grand Alliance (1689-97), the troops of the French monarch Louis XIV 
ravaged the Rhenish Palatinate, causing many Germans to emigrate. Many of the early German 
settlers of America (e.g. the Pennsylvania Dutch) were refugees from the Palatinate. During the 
French Revolutionary and Napoleonic Wars, the Palatinate's lands on the west bank of the Rhine 
were incorporated into France, while its eastern lands were divided largely between neighbouring 
Baden and Hesse. 

Nearly the entire 17th century in central Europe was a period of turmoil as Louis XIV of France 
soughtto increase his empire. The War of the Palatinate (as it was called in Germany), aka The 
War of The League of Augsburg, began in 1688 when Louis claimed the Palatinate. Every large 
city on the Rhine above Cologne was sacked. The War ended in 1697 with the Treaty of Ryswick. 
The Palatinate was badly battered but still outside French control. In 1702, the Warofthe Spanish 
Succession began in Europe and lasted until 1713, causing a great deal of instability for the 
Palatines. The Palatinate lay on the western edge of the Holy Roman Empire notfarfrom France's 
eastern boundary. Louis wanted to push his eastern border to the Rhine, the heart of the Palatinate 

While the land of the Palatinate was good for its inhabitants, many of whom were farmers, vineyard 
operators etc., its location was unfortunately subject to invasion by the armies of Britain, France, 
and Germany. Mother Nature also played a role in what happened, for the winter of 1708 was 
particularly severe and many of the vineyards perished. So, as well as the devastating effects of 
war, the Palatines were subjected to the winter of 1708-09, the harshest in 100 years. 

The scene was set for a mass migration. At the invitation of Queen Anne in the spring of 1709, 
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about 7 000 harassed Palatines sailed down the Rhine to Rotterdam. From there, about 3000 
were dispatched to America, either directly or via England, under the auspices of William Penn. 
The remaining 4 000 were sent via England to Ireland to strengthen the protestant interest. 

Although the Palatines were scattered as agricultural settlers overmuch of Ireland, major 
accumulations were found in Counties Limerick and Tipperary. As the years progressed and 
dissatisfactions increased, many of these folk seized opportunities to join their compatriots in 
Pennsylvania, or to go to newly-opened settlements in Canada. 

There were many reasons for the desire of the Palatines to emigrate to the New World: oppressive 
taxation, religious bickering, hunger for more and better land, the advertising of the E nglish 
colonies in America and the favourable attitude of the British government toward settlement in the 
North American colonies. Many of the Palatines believed they were going to Pennsylvania, 
Carolina or one of the tropical islands. 

The passage down the Rhine took from 4 to 6 weeks. Tolls and fees were demanded by 
authorities of the territories through which they passed. Early in J une, the number of Palatines 
entering Rotterdam reached 1 000 per week. Later that year, the British government issued a Royal 
proclamation in German that all arriving after October 1709 would be sent back to Germany. The 
British could not effectively handle the number of Palatines in London and there may have been as 
many as 32 000 by November 1709. They wintered over in England since there were no adequate 
arrangements for the transfer of the Palatines to the English colonies. 
In 1710, three large groups of Palatines sailed from London. The first went to Ireland, the second 
to Carolina and the third to New York with the new Governor, Robert Hunter. There were 3 000 
Palatines on 10 ships that sailed for NY and approximately 470 died on the voyage or shortly after 
their arrival. 

In NY, the Palatines were expected to work for the British authorities, producing naval stores [tar 
and pitch] for the navy in return for their passage to NY. They were also expected to act as a buffer 
between the French and Natives on the northern frontier and the English colonies to the south and 
east. 

After the defeat of Napoleon (1814-15), the Congress of Vienna gave the east-bank lands of the 
Rhine valley to Bavaria. These lands, together with some surrounding territories, again took the 
name of Palatinate in 1838.
